TE Royal African Company's Forts and Caſtles in Africa are neceſſary, for ſecur 
preſerving a free and open Trade, to the Subjects of this Nation, on the Coaſt of 
againſt the excluſive Pretenſions and Encroachments of ſuch other European Nat 
keep and maintain Forts and Caſtles on that Coafe. 

* THey are likewiſe neceſſary, for opening and ſecuring an Intercourſe and Commu 
with the Kings, Princes, and Traders of the Inland Countries in Africa, and for er 
the old, and diſcovering and improving, many new Branches of Trade, for many The 
of miles inwards in the Country, where no Europeans have, as yet, had any Trade o.
